The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior to the amendment of December 27, 2004, numerous claims were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) under 2 separate rejections. The rejected claims all recited using transforming growth factor pi 
(TGF-P 1) as the osteogenic protein. The amendment removes the term "TGF-P 1 " from the claims so that 
the pending claims no longer cover the use of TGF-P 1 as the osteogenic protein, thereby obviating the 
rejections set forth under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). Thus, the rejections set forth under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are 
hereby withdrawn. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of 
the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
